The after final amendment filed 12/4/03 would require a new grounds of rejection if 
entered because the amended claims are indefinite. Thus, the amendment has not been entered. 
Claims 6, 7, 8 and 12 recite "Bi in an amount of 50 to 1000 ppm", however, the claims do not 
recite the element of the claims that the parts per million of bismuth is based upon. Examiner 
suggests the claims be amended to recite language similar to pending claim 2. Examiner 
conducted an interview with Applicant on 1/5/04, during the interview Applicant stated a 
supplemental amendment may be filed to correct any claims that contain indefinite language.
